Lo the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote im 
Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said Londonderry, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects : 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates 
at Large, Alternate Delegates at Large, Delegates and Alter- 
nate Delegates to the national conventions of the various po- 
litical parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating party 
candidates for President and Vice-President of the United 
States. The polls will-close at 1.30 P. M., or at such later 
time as the voters present may vote to close the polls. 

4. To choose one trustee of trust funds to serve for 
three years. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To raise money for the repair of roads and bridges, 
for Memorial Day, and for any other article embraced in this 
warrant. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,223.00 for State Aid Construction, the State to give 
$2,223.00, making $4,446.00. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$3,000.00 for State Aid Maintenance, the State to give 
$3,000.00, making $6,000.00. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,250.00 for Trunk Line Maintenance, the State to give 
$3,750.00, making $5,000.00. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to sell the Millner lot 
on route 102, and authorize the Selectmen to execute deed to 
same. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be used for the perpetual care 
of the Nathan Plummer lot in Glenwood Cemetery. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be used for the perpetual care 
of the Samuel Corning lot in Sunnyside Cemetery. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject 
to gates and bars, any or all of the following named roads: 

From near the Hobbs dwelling westerly to the Goffs 
Falls road. 

From near the No. 8 schoolhouse southerly to Greeley 
Corner. 

From Schindler’s corner northwesterly to the Mountain 
Home road. 

From J. C. Lunds southeasterly to the C. R. Clark place. 

The road leading from the Auburn road southerly to 
Scobie’s Pond.
